Of the Definition, Origin, and Antiquity F | 
HERALDRY and. ARMS. 


ER ALDRY is a ‘Science which 

- teaches how to. Blazon, or explain 

_ in proper terms,: all that belongs to 

Coats-of-arms, and how to Marfbal, or 
difpofe regularly, divérs Arms in a Shield. _ 

ARMs, or Coats-of-arms, are marks of 

honour, made up of fixed and determined 

| B Colours, 
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Colours, Figures, &c. either hereditary of 
‘granted by Sovereign Princes, as a reward 
for, military valour, a fhining virtue, or a 
fignal public fervice ; and which ferve to 
denote the defcent of the bearer, or to dif- 
tinguifh States, Cities, Families, and Sg- 
cieties, civil, .ecclefiaftical, and military. 
Thus Heraldry is the Science, of which 
Arms are the proper object; but yet they 
differ much both in their Origin and Anti- 
quity . . -ARMs, according to Gerard Liegh, 
a learned blazoner, have been in ufe from the 
beginning of the world. Sir George Mac- 
kenzie, a famous Scotch armoritt, refers them © 
to the Patriarch ‘facob, who, bleffing his 
fons, gave them marks of diftinction, which 
the twelve Tribes bore on their Enfigns. 
Sir Fobn Ferne is of opinion that we did 
borrow. them from the Egyptians, meaning 
- from their Hieroglyphicks. We find in. 
Homer, Virgil, and Ovid, that their Heroes | 
had divers Figures on their Shields, whereby 
their perfons were diftin@ly known. Guzllim 
believed that Arms, as marks of honour, 
were firft diftributed by Alexander the Great, 


to 
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to diftinguifh thofe that had done any glo- 
rious action, that they might excite an 
emulation amongft his foldiers. 

After thefe, and many other different opi- 
nions, all that can be faid with any cer- 
tainty is, that in all ages, men have made 
ufe of Figures of living creatures, or fym- 
bolical figns, to diftinguifh themfelves in 
war, to denote the’ bravery and courage ci- 
ther of their Chief or Nation, and even to 
render themfelves the more terrible * to 
their enemies. The famous C. Agrippa, in 
his treatife of the vanity of Sciences, has 
collected manty inftarices of thefe marks of 
diftinction, vz. 


‘Fhe Egyptians an Ox, 
The Phrygians a Swine, 
The Goths o }| a Bear, 
The Romans 2 \ an Eagk, 
The Franks a Lion, 
The Saxons) a Horfe. 


* Plutarch, in the life of Marius, obferves, that it 
was for that purpofe the Cimbri and Textones, the an- 
cient inhabitants of the countries now called Futland 
and Lower-Saxony, bore the figures of fierce beafts on_ 
their Shields, &c. | 
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The laft is ftill bore in the Arms of his prée+ 
fent Britanick Majefty. As to hereditary 
Arms of Families, Wilkam Cambden, Sir 
Henry Spelman, and other judicious Heralds, 
agree, that they began no fooner than to- 
wards the latter end of the eleventh century. 
According to Father Meneftrier’s opinion; 
a French writer, whofe authority is of great 
weight in this matter, at the regulating of 
TouRNAMENTS, firft came up Coats-of- 
arms, which were a fort of Livery, made 
up of feveral lifts, fillets, or narrow pieces 
of ftuff, of divers colours, from whence 
came the Fefs, the Bend, the Pale, &c. 
which were the original of. Family-arms ; 
for they who never had been at Yourna- 
ments, tad not fuch marks of diftinétion. 
They who inlifted. themfelves in the Cru- 
SADES * took alfo armorial enfigns, par- 
ticularly 


* The Crufades were expeditions, which, upon an 
indifcreet zeal, directed by the Roman Pontiffs, were 
firft undertaken againft the Turks for the recovery of 
the Holy-land: Thofe who lifted in thefe rafh and in- 
human avars, fanctihied by Bune On Ignorance; 

and 
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ticularly Croffes, of different colours for dif- 
tinction fake. From this may be concluded 
that Heraldry, like moft human inventions, 
was infenfibly introduced and eftablithed ; 
and that after having been rude and unfettled 
for many ages, it was at laft methodifed, 
perfected, and fixed, by the Crufades and 
Tournaments. . | 

Thefe marks of honour are called farms, 
from their being principally and firft worn 
by military men at’ war and Tournaments, 
who had them engraved, emboffed, or de- 
picted on Shields, Targets, Banners, or 
other martial inftruments. They are alfo 
called Coats-of-arms from the cuftom of the 
Ancients, embroidering them on the Coats 
they wore over their Arms. -

Arms of Dominion or Sovereignty, are 
thofe which Emperors, Kings, and fovereign 


States do conftantly bear ; being, as it were, 


_ annexed to the Territories, Kingdoms, and 
Provinces, they poflefs. Thus the three 
Lions are the Arms of Exg/and, the Fleurs- 
de-lis thofe of France, &c. 

ARMs of Pretenfion, are thofe of fuch 
Kindoms, Provinces, or Territories, to which 


a Prince or Lord has fome claim, and which .

Prince or other Lord. Thus the Kings of 
England have quartered the Arms of France 
with their own, ever fince Edward III. laid 
claim to the crown of France. 

ARMS of Conceffon or Augmentation of 
hopour, are either entire Arms, or elfe one | 
or more figures given by Princes, as a re- 
ward for fome extraordinary fervice. We 
read in hiftory that Rodert Bruce, king of 
Scotland, allowed the Earl of Wintour to 
bear, in his Coat-armour, a falling crown 
fupported by a {fword, to thew that he, and 
the Clan of Seaton, of which he was the 
head, fupported hjs tottering crown.. The 
late Queen Anne granted to Sir Chudefly 
” Shovel, Rear Admiral of Great Britain, a 
Chevron between two Fleurs-de-ls in Chief, 
and a Crefcent in Bafe, to denote three great 
victories he had gained; two over the French, 
and one over the Turks,

ties, cs alee and other bodies corporate.

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plies the Titles of fome Families out of 
neceflity, and not through SOTHO as 
many imagine. 

TueEsE being the eight Claffes under 
which the divers forts of Arms are general- 
ly ranged, I fhall only add, that fome 
Blazoners call afumptive Arms, fuch as are 
taken up by the caprice or fancy of Upftarts, 
who being advanced to a degree of Fortune, 
affume them without having deferved them 
by any glorious action. This, indeed, is a 
great abufe of Heraldry; but yet fo com- 
mon, and fo much tolerated, almoft every

‘HE Suretp fignifies the Field or 
Ground whereon are reprefented the 
Charges or Figures that make up a Coat-of- 
arms; for thefe marks of diftin€tion were 
put on Shields or Bucklers beforg they were 
placed on Banners, Standards, Flags, and 
Coat- Armour: and wherever they may 
be fixed, they are ftill on a Plane or Super- 

ficies whofe form refembles a Shield. 

SHIELDS, in Heraldry called Efcutcheons, 
or Scutcheons, from the Latin word Scutum, 
have 
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have been, and {till are of different forms, — 
according to different Times and Nations. 


Amongftt ancient Shields, I find, that fome 
have been almoft like a Hor/e-/hoe, fuch as 
is reprefented by Fig. 1, in the Plate of 
Efcutcheons; others triangular, fomewhat 
rounded at the bottom, /ee Fig. 2. Some- 
times the Shield was hexagonal, that is, 
had fix fides, fee Fig. 3. That of Knights

Nation or Tribe from an- 
other, but alfo to note a diverfity between 
particular perfons,. defcended of one Fa- 
‘ily, and from the fame Parents. This 
diftinction however, as Sir ‘ohn Ferne and 
others obferve, was not exprefsly fignified 
by unvariable marks ; nor were Bordures al- 
ways appropriated .to denote the different 
degrees of birth, which, I fuppofe, has in- 
duced modern Armorifts to invent and ad 
ufe of others.

Se- 
condly, That they are not always ufed for 
Differences only in Noblemen’s and Gentle- 
men’s Shields, but alfo as perfect Coats-of- 
arms; and then if a Label has more or 
lefs than three points or pendants, they are 
tobe expreffed.

Honourable Ordinaries, the principal 
Charges in Heraldry, are made of lines only, 
which, according to their difpofition and 
form, receive different names. 

Proper Ordinaries are ancient heraldic 
figures, frequently ufed in Coats-of-arms, — 
and which are diftinguifhed by terms appro- 
priated to each of them. 

Common Charges are compofed of natu- 
ral, artificial, and even chymerical things, 
fuch as Planets, Creatures, Vegetables, In- 
ftruments, &c. And, as in the treating of 
thefe, there will be required a great variety 
of Examples, I fhall beftow a whole Chap-

Its Diminu~ 
tive is a Fillet, the content of which is not 
to exceed one fourth of the Chief, and ftand- 
eth in the lowetft part thereof.

HE Fe/s is an ordinary which always oc- 
cupies. the center of the Shield, and 
contains in breadth the third part of the field 
from the Dexter to the Sinifter-fide. It has 
_ no Diminutive, for the Bar is a diftin@ 
Ordinary of itfelf. 
_ The Bar is formed of two lines, and con- 
tains but the fifth part of the field, which 
is not the only thing wherein it differs from 
the F efs, for, there may be more than one 
in an Efcutcheon, placed in different parts 
thereof, whereas the Fefs is limited to the 
Center-point. The Bar has two Diminu-— 
- tives, the C/ofet, which contains the half of 
the Bar, and the Barrulet, which is the half 
of the Clofet. When the Shield contains a 
a number of Bars of metal and colour alter- 
nate, exceeding five, that is called Barry of 
fo many pieces, exprefling their number.

HE Crofs is an Ordinary formed by 
two perpendicular lines, like the Fefs 
or Bar; tho’ not drawn throughout, but 
meeting in four right Angles, near about the 
Fefs-point, It takes up only the fifth-part 
of the Field, when not charged, but if 
charged, then the third. It is born as well 
engrailed, indented, &c. as plain. | 
There is fo great a variety of Croffes uled 
in Heraldry, that it would be a very diffi- 
cult tafk to treat of them all. Gyilim has 
mentioned thirty-nine different forts, De /z 
Colombiere ieventy-two, Leigh forty-fix, and 
Upton declares he dares. not afcertain all the 
various Crofles born in Arms, for that they 
are almoft innumerable; therefore, as it 
cannot be expected that. I fhoyld compre- 
hend fo many divers Crofles in a Book of

“Have already obferved, that in all ages 

men have made ufe of the reprefentation 
of living creatures, and other fymbolical 
figns, to diftinguifh themfelves in war *, 
and that thefe marks, which were promif- 
cuoufly .ufed for Hieroglyphicks, Emblems, 
and perfonal Devices, gave the firft notion of 
Heraldry. . But. nothing fhews the oddnefs. 
of human wit more, than the great variety 


' From this prevailing opinion Sir William Dugdale, 
in his Ancient ufage in bearing of Arms, infers, that 
many errors have been, and are ftill committed, 
in granting Coats-of-arms to fuch perfons as have 
not advanced themfelves by the fword, being fuch 
as rife by their Judgment, or Skill in Arts, Af- 
fairs and Trades; with good reafon affirming, that 
they fhould only be allowed Notes or Marks of Honour 
fit for their calling, and to fhew forth the manner of 
their rifing, and hot be fet off with thofe rep.efenta- 
tions, which in their nature are only proper for mar- 
tial men,

Lion was by: the Ancients loskad 
upon as the King of Beafts, and that title has 
been continued to him down to our days, 
being efteemed the: moft magnanimous, the 
moft generous, the moft bold, and mott 
fierce of all.the four-footed race, ‘and there- 
fore he has been chofen to‘ reprefent the 
ereateft heroes, who have been endued with 
fuch like qualities: _ This ‘noble creature 
alfo reprefents command and. monarchical 
dominion, as likewife the magnanimity of 
Majefty, at once exercifing awe and cle- 
mency, fubduing: thofe that refift, and 
{paring thofe that humble themfelves. To

The fourth is Gules, a Pelican in her aa 
with wings elevated, feeding ber young ones 
Or, vulned proper; born by the name of 
CARNE. The Pelican, reprefented in the 
forementioned pofition, expreffes Charity,

The fifth is Argent, three Peacocks in 


their pride proper; born by the name of 
Pawne. This bird is remarkable for its 
beautiful tail, by which it is diftinguithed 
from all other birds in the world.

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as the Peacock does our eyes. It may 
ferve to reprefent Sublimity, Power, and 
Grandeur.

HE Ornaments that accompany or 
furround Efcutcheons, werg intro- 
duced to denote the Birth, Dignity, or 
Office * of the perfons to. whom the Coat- 
of-arms appertaineth ; which is practifed 
both among the Laity and Clergy. Thofe 


moft in ufe are of ten forts, viz. 


* The office of Earl Mar/bal of England is ftill diftin- 
guifhed by two Troncheons, or Marfhal Staves placed 
behind the noble Duke of Norfolk’s Arms, as being 
Earl Marfhal of England. His Grace the Duke of 
Argyll’s Arms are alfo accompanied with two honoura- 
ble Badges in Saltier, which his Grace’s anceftors 
have born a long time, as Great-mafters of the King’s 
Houfhold, and Fu/fficiaries of Scotland. The firft is a 
Staff Topaz femé of Thiftles proper and thereon the 
_ Creft of Scotland.. The fecond is a Sword proper, 
the Pommel and Hilt Topaz.
